DETAILED ACTION 
REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is the examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. The prior art 
does not disclose or suggest the following Claims 1, 8 and 9 limitations: "... charging a 
battery ... receiving an input power supply signal that is used to charge a battery ... 
monitoring a voltage level of the input power supply signal to determine when the 
fluctuating input power supply signal reaches first and second predetermined thresholds 
... in response to said monitoring step, selectively controlling a charging switch ... 
activating the switch when the voltage level ... increase to reach the first predetermined 
threshold and deactivate the switch when the voltage level of the input power supply 
signal decreases to reach the second predetermined threshold ." in combination with 
the remaining claim elements as set forth in Claims 1, 8 and 9 and their depending 
claims 2-7, and 10-15. Therefore claims 1 - 15 are allowed.
